When occupied 
prayer and spiritual exercises, Mary’s whole attitude 
gave evidence the most intimate union with God. Her 
hands were devoutly folded, her eyes quietly cast down, 
her lips moved gently fervent converse with God. 
There was outward show, affectation; her whole 
demeanor told her perfect recollection. Mary teaches 
us, when pray, come God kind Father, 
with all simplicity, confidence, and love. 

Mary, our model her love God. Mary saw 
God’s will every circumstance and situation life; 
hence she performed all her duties with equal sweetness, 
and with happy cheerfulness, which nothing could alter. 
She did everything with the one object pleasing God; 
therefore her shortest prayer was complete 
long hours devotion, and her lightest duty was per- 
formed with great care the most important works 
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her life. perform all our actions for Ged? 
fulfill our duties cheerfully and willingly? 

Mary, our model with her parents. Mary loved her 
parents, not with fitful, passionate affection, but with 
reverent, sincere, and sacrificing devotedness. She was 
docile and obedient them, and sought make them 
happy. Thus she was ever source joy and consola- 
tion them. try make our parents happy 
the same manner which Mary did? 

Mary, our model with her teachers. Anything that 
her teachers willed, Mary willed likewise. She knew that 
God does not speak directly, but indirectly, through 
our superiors, who act His representatives. How easy 
love, respect, and obey our teachers, learn 
see them God’s representatives. 

Mary, our model with her companions. Mary loved 
her companions with real affection. She had smile, 
kind, loving word for each. She loved them devotedly, 
and sought use them wherever she could. She 
supported them their troubles, and rejoiced with them 
when they were happy. try make our com- 
panions happy? 

Mary, our model her trials. With the exception 
those trials and pains which are the punishment 
original and actual sin, Mary’s sorrows and troubles were 
just like ours. Weariness, sadness, contradiction, and 
anxiety fell her share they fall ours. But the 
sadder the day, the closer Mary kept God, the more 
fervently she prayed, and the more perfect she became. 
try imitate Mary, the clouds sorrow and 
sadness will roll away, and the sunshine joy and 
happiness will again brighten our path. 

Mary, our model with the erring ones. Although 
Mary was always kind, gentle, and charitable toward her 
companions, they were not always disposed toward her. 
Some, whose character was opposed Mary’s, did not 
love her. Others misconstrued her intentions, words, and 
actions. They kept aloof from her and spoke ill her. 
Mary felt this keenly, but she bore patiently, and 
prayed for these poor erring souls. should likewise. 

Mary, our model with the poor. Love for the poor 
characteristic not only good heart, but heart 
which belongs entirely God. Mary, although poor her- 
self, gladly shared the little she possessed with those who 
had less. She found great joy distributing alms God’s 
poor. Can not occasionally deprive ourselves some- 
thing for the sake the poor? 

Mary, our model with the Even among 
children find hearts that are sad, and devoid life’s 
necessary consolation and happiness; hearts that feel 
lonely, forsaken, set aside, with one love them. 
Mary found delight arousing the afflicted from thoughts 
that weighed heavily upon them. With the sweetest tact 
she spoke them, consoled them, and restored their sad 
spirits joy and cheerfulness. Mary, teach how 
console the afflicted! 

10. Mary, our model her recreations. With what 
cheerful, smiling face Mary joined the hours recrea- 
tion with her companions, inventing amusements, ever 
ready join whatever was proposed. She enjoyed all 
manner fun, but was ever gentle, modest, and good; 
awakening laughter without hurting charity, recalling 
some the voice duty, never forgetting the presence 
God. not find something Mary’s recreations 
that can imitate? 


11. Mary, our model her friendships. When Mary 
formed friendship, was good and pure. She saw al! 
her friends God’s own friends. Her friendship was help- 
ful, consisting not sentiments only, but doing good. 
was loyal and constani, not being daunted little 
rebuff, cold reception, even voluntary act neglect 
Let ask Mary obtain for the precious gift 
devotedness and loyalty our friendships. 

12. Mary, our model her charity. Mary’s 
was universal, extending all with whom she came 
contact. was active, consisting not only words, 
deeds. Mary avoided everything that could 
wound charity, such the sowing dissensions 
criticizing, imputing evil intentions the acts others 
etc. Mary, help imitate thy holy example charity. 

13. Mary, our her humility. 
not necessary deny anything good beautifu 
that possess. simply necessary refer all 
and not compare ourselves with others, despising 
less gifted than ourselves. The justice God demand: 
that thank Him for all His gifts, and employ then: 
for His greater honor and glory rather than for our 
selfish ends. Mary always acted according these 
principles, and therefore found peace soul, and drew 
down God’s blessing all her undertakings. 
Mother the humble, pray for us! 

14. Mary, our model her self-denial and 
tion. Self-denial virtue hard appreciate, because 
does not appeal human nature. Mary, 
delighted denying herself for the love God; she gave 
generously whatever God asked her, 
what the cost. She daily found occasion mortify 
self refraining from doing things she liked do, 
applying herself faithfully tasks which were naturally 
irksome, abstaining from things pleasing the senses, 
etc. The more she renounced for the love God, the 
more she advanced His love. Mary, Mother, help 
practice these virtues, difficult human nature! 

15. Mary, our model her purity. love 
Mary the Immaculate Virgin. Her spotless purity appeals 
us, perhaps more than any her other virtues. Mary 
was not only conceived without sin, but preserved her 
heart free from every sin. our Mother, she desires 
see the virtue purity our hearts also, and she care- 
fully watches over that may never sully the in- 
nocence our soul. Let daily consecrate ourselves 
Mary, and daily recite three Hail Marys obtain the 
grace persevering holy purity. 

16. Mary, our model her patience. Mary’s life was 
not all sunshine. Her path was occasionally darkened 
fitful shadows, and she had contend with many things 
that taxed her patience. Living with others, afforded her 
occasion for enduring their selfishness, their 
their arrogance, and their harshness. But Mary bore 
silently and patiently, never showing the least 
she was annoyed. Mary, help grow the virtve 
patience! 

17. Mary, our model her gentleness. would 
difficult imagine Mary failing gentleness. She nev 
uttered harsh word, was never guilty rude 
impolite action. her dealings with others she 
gentle, kind, and courteous. Thus she attracted 
souls the practice virtue and the love 
there nothing our conduct that might improv: 
this respect? 
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18. Mary, our model her unselfishness. Though 
Mary was the only child her holy parents, Joachim 
and Anne, and received their fullest attention and the 
most devoted care, she was not selfish. She realized that 
God wished her make others happy, and she was 
always more concerned about the happiness and the well- 
others than about her own. Can not learn 
inselfishness from Mary? Sweet Mother, help love 
our companions with unselfish love! 

19. Mary, our model her obedience. Mary was 
joy her aged parents, well her 
-eachers and superiors, because she always obeyed cheer- 
ully and punctually. was not difficult for Mary 
since she knew that obeying the commands 
those placed above her, she obeyed God Himself. 
Vhy find hard obey? Let ask Mary 
help acquire the virtue obedience. 

20. Mary, our model her zeal for souls. Mary felt 
show her love and gratitude toward God 
affection and zeal for the souls around her. She was ever 
edifying them her example virtue, and 
prayed daily for their spiritual welfare. ever think 
helping God save souls? must never forget that 
God does not wish come heaven alone, but that 
desires that bring others with us.

For this purpose one hour 
each month, and during the month May one hour each 
week, might set aside, and called “Mary’s Hour.” 
Where the Sodality the Blessed Virgin has been estab- 
lished, this could done connection with the regular 
meeting. 
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The Sodality the Blessed Virgin 

The Sodality the Blessed Virgin association 
founded the Jesuits. The first Sodality was instituted 
the Roman College 1563. Soon after similar associa- 
tions were founded many schools Europe, and, 
the request Claudius Aquaviva, S.J., the Roman 
Sodality was canonically erected with the title 
Primary” Pope Gregory XIII, 1584. The Roman 
Pontiff soon after granted the Father General the 
Society Jesus the power erect like Sodalities, and 
join them the Mother Sodality. 

The Sodality not mere pious confraternity, but 
religious society whose members are devoted the 
Blessed Virgin very special manner, and aim more 
than ordinary goodness. The sodalists practice devotion 
Mary with the purpose attaining personal holiness, 
assisting others the pursuit virtue, and defend- 
ing and spreading the Faith. How this purpose may 
achieved, outlined the rules the Sodality. 

Since the practice good works just important 
part the spirit and plan the Sodality, various 
sections are established carry on, the name the 
Sodality, some particular good work. How much being 
accomplished our various Sodalities the United 
States, evident from the reports published The 
Queen’s Work, the official organ the Sodality, under 
the direction the Jesuits St. Louis, Mo. 

The director, priest appointed the bishop, 
the case Jesuits, the Provincial, 
responsible for the success the Sodality. most 
our school Sodalities the teachers are appointed moder- 
ators; hence they share the responsibility the 
director, and should endeavor all they can make their 
respective Sodality success, both regards the interior 
fervor the members, also the work carried 
the: various sections. The monthly weekly meeting 
affords opportunity for furthering these ends. Some 
the activities accomplished our school Sodalities are 
the following:

Providing altar linens and vestments for poor 
churches.

Erecting mission chapels.

and where there is, perhaps, possibility establish- 
ing it, some these activities could, nevertheless, 
undertaken during the month May honor Our 
Blessed Mother very special way. Where the Sodality 
flourishing, the pupils might encouraged greater 
zeal and enthusiasm during this month. 


The Rosary 


One the most richly indulgenced devotions Mary 
the devotion the Rosary. The Church tells that 
the Rosary was given Our Immaculate Mother St. 
Dominic about the year 1206. consists prayers and 
meditations the fifteen principal mysteries the life, 
sufferings, death, and triumph our Lord, and the 
joys and glories His Blessed Mother. 
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The object the Rosary twofold: First, love, adora- 
tion, and compassion; second, petition, and entreaty 
through Mary, for grace and mercy life and the 
hour death. unite with Mary worshiping, lov- 
ing, and compassionating Jesus the mysteries His 
incarnation, passion, and glory; implore Him through 
His Blessed Mother make true followers His 
imitating those virtues which teaches these 
various mysteries. 

The Rosary form prayer that can used 
the young and the aged, the rich and the poor, the 
learned and the ignorant, the sorrowful and the joyful. 
The mysteries which contemplate during the recita- 
tion the Rosary find their parallel the life man. 
The joyful mysteries reflect his life activity; the 
sorrowful mysteries, his life suffering; and the glorious 
mysteries, his life grace, the spiritual life the soul. 

This prayer has been the favorite form devotion 
Mary many saints, popes, religious, and some 
our greatest Catholic soldiers and statesmen. Pope Leo 
XIII advocated the recitation the Rosary the Chris- 
tian family special means for obtaining God’s grace 
and blessing.

Blessed Simon Stock established 
the pious confraternity the scapular. July 16, 1251, 
the Blessed Virgin appeared him, holding her hand 
scapular, and addressing him these words:

mark confraternity, and pledge peace and 
alliance. sign salvation, and safeguard perils 
and invested with the scapular, means 
have the right the most precious privileges.

ESPONSIBILITY for the conduct society and 
will another generation’s time rest 

the children who are our geography classes 
today. Each one them ought receive training that 
will enable him meet this responsibility. geography 
teachers can our share toward this training giving 
each child just ideas the conditions and needs 
the people group, and developing those qualities 
which will train him doing fair share the work 
the government. How shall this done? 

Our government founded liberty, but when 
train the children tomorrow’s government, allow 
them little freedom possible their task. one 
can know how use his freedom unless has exercised 
it. maximum freedom necessary from the view- 
point mental hygiene well that education, the 
limitations freedom, however, being enforced. Such 
attitudes initiative, independence, resourcefulness, and 
originality cannot thrive and develop the strength 
tasks imposed, regardless whither they are leading. 
Such tasks are suitable state where one head does 
all the planning for the lives and: institutions his 
people. But democracy, America, they interfere 
with the successful conduct society and government 
alike. 

The actual doing the daily geography task will help 
develop sense personal responsibility. The task 
becomes the great central interest for the time being and 
the sense responsibility for dominates everything. 
this created the ideal being honest work- 


man and doing perfectly the job hand. There 
time for thinking petty selfish interests, little jealousies 
and hates. Habits work are formed and character 
strengthened. number lessons heard from text- 
book will develop this sense duty, but solely the actual 
doing this task and every task day after day, year 
after year, from childhood up. every child really learns 
the geography class appreciate Emerson’s homely 
phrase, “There way getting around duty but 
doing it,” the teacher can flatter herself that she has 
done her share save education and civilization. 

course, the task and the plan involved the 
attitude the child. All depends upon his readiness 
face the reality. She tactful teacher, indeed, who can 
conserve the child’s natural attitude toward his own task. 
sixth-grade lad took upon himself the duty getting 
the thermometer reading for the school graph each 
morning seven thirty. Soon assumed other duties, 
taking charge the maps for the day’s use, and prepar- 
ing and arranging material that the teacher would need 
for class. would have been the easiest thing the 
world for the teacher cheapen his task rewarding 
the boy, and thus change his artist attitude centered 
the doing the task into the materialistic attitude 
thinking the reward. This teacher believed that the 
boy’s attitude joy the work and the opportunity 
for the task was the great reward. All too soon will the 
necessity getting money and rewards choke his in- 
stinctive attitude workmanship. Only after long self- 
training will realize that the work and service rank

ditor’s Note. This paper will render a service to teachers if it will 
jirect their attention more definitely to the physical welfare of children. 
efinite progress in physical health should characterize the child’s 
progress through school, whereas too often and in too many cases, the 


reverse the fact. 

the public schools the city Syracuse, 
Y., raises the question whether not 
oupils the future, that city least, shall not 
required meet minimum physical standard, well 
the matter academic scholarship. Mr. 
Krimmel believes that schools the past have not 
emphasized the necessity child health and physical 
well-being much they should have done. 

true that great many schools and school systems 
have made excellent beginning health work and 
physical betterment. Medical inspection, dental clinics, 
examinations and tests the eyesight, physical-culture 
exercises, disease-prevention methods, etc., have been 
given considerable attention, and many individual in- 
stances, intensive health campaigns have been arranged 
under expert and efficient leadership. 

Mr. Krimmel points out that far New York 
state concerned, the law requires pupil physi- 
cally fit before can hope receive his working papers, 
and further, that high grade physical fitness now 
required this state and some other states, before 
candidates seeking teachers’ certificates are licensed. 

Then well-known fact that many other positions 
the industrial world, professional fields, and 
government employ, well army and navy service, 
call for the specific meeting health requirements. 

Mr. Krimmel declares and many will agree with him, 
that, “If these institutions recognize the necessity 
establishing minimum standard health, certainly 
should follow that the schools also should make healthy 
body much requirement for education well- 
informed mind.” 

Surely have food for thought here, and there seems 
everything favor and nothing against it. 
Even with those schools now doing health work syste- 
matically, new impetus would given the work, 
and higher degree parental secured 
through the graduation requirements health credits. 

The question may raised whether not such 
condition would not discourage those suffering from 
more less permanent incapacity, such permanent 
lameness, poor eyesight, infantile-paralysis disability. 
This probably could taken care putting those 
with presumably permanent disability group 
themselves, and giving them credits for making reason- 
able effort toward the improvement and control such 

Dr. Krimmel again says: 

Progressive educators and all thinking people are now 
coming appreciate the fact that the whole child comes 
not merely his mental side. They are also coming 
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Paul Krimmel, director physical training 


realize that the function the school does not stop with 
the development the child’s mind alone, but also extends 
the proper development his physical endowment. 

Our purpose, therefore, take some the emphasis 
which has heretofore been concentrated the child’s mental 
training and direct the physical side, with the result 
that the children Syracuse when they are graduated from 
our schools, when they leave seek employment, will 
fine physical state. 

The Percy Hughes school for crippled children, the 
open-air schools, and special classes are all steps along the 
right line that Syracuse has taken. may well turn our 
attention now the child with only minor defects that, 
left alone, may develop into permanent defects. The teeth, 
hearing, and vision our children, should corrected 
well other physical shortcomings treated and cured. 

The report cards that children bring home 
parents sign, should also contain rating the child’s 
physical development. That would serve bring the atten- 
tion the parents, his physical shortcomings and emphasize 
the need for immediate proper attention. 

The early detection and correction such defects would 
result better ratings their school studies, better chance 
for promotion, more happiness due health, and many 
children would not deprived working certificates that 
the existence physical defects bring. 

The proper time examine the children physically not 
just before graduation but rather when they are from 
years age. That would allow for several years correct 
remedial conditions while the child stays under the guiding 
hand the school authorities. Then when graduation comes, 
the physical examination would merely matter form. 

The state department education feels strongly about 
the health the child that makes unlawful for any child 
absent from school the grounds remedial physical 
defects. Such condition deprives the child both physical 
and mental training that should receiving when will 
him the most good. 

The obligation upon see that our children have 
healthy bodies for their sound minds. Since cleanliness and 
other practices hygiene are, the main, matter habit, 
accompanied with understanding the reason for good 
health, the schools train the children the 
ways health. 


There might some opposition the part parents 
that program this kind would take the time the 
child. True, but would not taken good purpose, 
and would the time consumed any way tax beyond 
what now required? 

The further objection might raised that the machin- 
ery health clinics and special health agencies would 
increase the burden taxpayers. Here again, have 
have the far-flung vision the future. healthy boy 
girl asset the state and nation. defective 
individual liability. The loss time and earning 
power through physical defects and ill health, which 
might have been remedied prevented, reality, 
very heavy bill the present time. are paying 
the tune staggering amounts only realized it. 

Would not better set motion the kind 
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program which would prevent large amount lost time, 
suffering and lowered earning capacity, even costs 
something it? the last analysis, the cost would 
bound much less than the cost suffering and 
incapacity due neglect. 

Someone has wisely said that reason few 
people get the top, because you can’t drift uphill.” 
This especially true the matter good health. 
Healthy children make much better progress with their 
studies, and will reduce school expenses. When chil- 
dren fail their examinations and have repeat term’s 
work, costs money. 

According surveys made one state department 
education, very significant number the hundred 
thousand children and young people who apply annually 
for working papers, are rejected because physical 
defects. The same condition found also conditions 
met the continuation schools. 

Examinations prove that sometimes high two 
fifths even one half the number applicants exam- 
ined, proved afflicted with impairment vision, 
dental troubles, malnutrition, etc. very large number 


these cases, proper attention the right time would 
either have completely remedied the situation greatly 
helped it. 

Those who are going forward into the fields higher 
education, will certainly need good health they can 
achieve order make the most their privileges, and 
those who must leave school and work, certainly 
are entitled the best physical conditions which are 
possible, order that they may make reasonable progress 
the business world where competition increasingly 
keen, and mental and physical well-being and alertness, 
are vital factors progress. 

Just how thing may done begun, not im- 
portant the determination it. may not 
able launch full-fledged system physical education 
once. may not able establish much 
physical requirement the graduation certificate 
begin with. But some beginning can made only 
under the head honorable mention physical develop- 
ment, and gradually through arousing and creating senti- 
ment, shall able move forward higher stand- 
ards physical requirements matter course.

true that the young people our times face 
crisis, then the leaders and educators must arrive 
clear understanding the nature this serious 
condition. proper diagnosis, particularly thorough- 
going, constitutes many instances, the 
portion the remedy. What, reality, the status 
our youth? extremely difficult, present 
faithful picture such realities. can readily 
appreciate this when recall that deal with 
matters over which mankind has ever sought drape 
the veils mystery. True, many and serious 
have been made appraise this situation even 
the modern statistical methods. The attempt, fcr 
example, Robert Michels, Numerical 
must arouse little skepticism, even though the 
reader refuses the full way the author

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use the scientific statistical method. Moreover, the 
method the “typical” “symptomatic” cases pre- 
sents serious difficulties. Experienced and reasonable 
educators advise against such attempts. fact 
seems evident upon closer consideration that 
erroneous refer sexual status youth 
rather than the surrounding circumstances, 
such the failure the home, the changing moral 
etc. becomes necessary, therefore, 
cautiously approach the task depicting the moral 
condition our young people. Both extremes must 
avoided: closing the eyes that which actu- 
ally exists, however shocking, well certain 
chariness accepting the verdict visionaries no- 
where apt lead ominous psychosis when 
appraising the sex life youth. 

Nor should stumble into the pitfall gen- 
eralizing individual instances, unless capable ade- 
quate defense. Experience and poise must brought 
this examination; and, wise, will give ear 
those who are intimate daily contact with young 
people. Only then can the statistical and the “typical 
case” method profitably employed. Approached 
this manner, becomes necessary admit that the 
sexual dangers our youth are, generally speaking, 
threatening; among many, more threatening, than 
past ages. The exact extent the danger can never 
proved mathematical certainty, nor even 
such manner not breed objections. Thus, for 
example, when charged that the number adoles- 
cent onanists among both boys and girls greater 
than per that habitual onanism adoles- 
cence natural phenomenon,’ there are those 
close association with youth who arise declare that 
this serious exaggeration. sure, the number 
who are slave this passion during their youth, 
tragically large; nor the number girls addicted 
this habit small. The actual number will obviously 
never known; the variation estimates will swing 
from one extreme another depending upon those, 
and their surroundings, who make. them. Innumerable 
factors, apparently, are the basis for these divergent 
appraisals, the general milieu, nutrition, occupations, 
etc. Hence wonder that the questionnaires 
experts divulge such divergent estimates. 
while will chary making definitive estimate 
concerning the extent this evil among our young 
people, will not fail, the other hand, appre- 
ciate the fact that for many the sexual problem 
seriously threatening one, which, alas, propor- 
tionately many not successfully solve.

the spiritual life.

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Superintendents Discuss 
Vital Problems James Cummings 


Fourteenth Semiannual Meeting the Superintend- 

ents’ Section, National Catholic Educational Association, 
was held The Catholic University America, Wednesday 
and Thursday, March and 31. The sessions were attended 
school superintendents from about sixty archdioceses and 
dioceses, community supervisors number religious 
and representatives the Educational Depart- 
ment the Catholic University America, 
Department Education the National Catholic Welfare 
Conference. 

The sessions opened Wednesday morning with address 
Rt. Rev. Msgr. James Ryan, D.D., rector The Cath- 
olic University. Monsignor Ryan gave the delegates hearty 
welcome and assured them that the University would every- 
thing possible insure the success the conference. in- 
formed the delegates that Rt. Rev. Msgr. Patrick McCor- 
mick, dean the department education the University, 
would act host during the sessions. 

his opening address chairman, Very Rev. Msgr. Wil- 
liam Lawler, LL.D., superintendent schools the Dio- 
cese Newark, emphasized the importance the pastor 
the administration the schools. Monsignor Lawler said that 
the growth the Catholic school system was due large 
measure the activities pastors carrying out the school 
policies the bishops. 


Selection Textbooks 


The first paper this session was read Rev. 
Westenberger, Ph.D., superintendent schools the Diocese 
Green Bay, Wisconsin. this paper, entitled Text- 
book, Its Selection, Use, and Relation the Course Study,” 
Dr. Westenberger pointed out that textbooks are, for the most 
part, the result evolutionary processes, and are not purely 
the creations those who write them. however,” 
said Dr. Westenberger, given character the authors’ 
conception the purposes and nature education and 
the completeness their understanding the process 
learning.” the relation textbooks the course study, 
Dr. Westenberger made the important point that “The course 
study, carefully constructed, the starting point from 
which proceed the selection textbooks which most 
fully meet the requirements established the course. 
the course study which serves the standard concerning 
subject matter, against the textbook. This clearly 
advantage insofar insures minimum uniform quanti- 
tative instruction, matter whether the textbooks are diverse 
uniform. 

“An additional advantage that provides for greater flex- 
ibility. When changes subject matter are warranted, such 
changes can more readily made the course study with- 
out destroying its integrity, than the textbook. would 
appear, therefore, that eminently more desirable select 
the textbook with view meeting fully possible, the 
requirements the course study.” 

Rev. Leo Burns, D.D., associate superintendent 
schools the Archdiocese Philadelphia, was prevented 
illness from attending the meeting present paper “The 
Financial Aspects Catholic School Education.” the ab- 
sence Father Burns, this subject was discussed Rt. Rev. 
Msgr. John Bonner, D.D., superintendent schools 
the Philadelphia Archdiocese. 

Monsignor Bonner spoke very forcefully the effects 
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the present economic situation the Catholic school system; 
stressed the necessity for economy the administration 
schools. emphasized the importance careful scrutiny 
building programs, and the wise expenditure school 
funds, not only the present emergency, but also when busi- 
ness conditions are again normal basis. 


Religious Education 


The afternoon session Wednesday was opened with 
paper entitled “Religious Education the High School.” Rev. 
John Kenny, supervisor high schools the Diocese 
Providence, who read this paper, reminded his audience that 
“The Church consistently teaches that life here below gets its 
highest value serving preparation for the life come. 
She insists that system education preparation for 
complete living’ which ignores man’s ultimate end. pre- 
cisely this completeness teaching, harmonizing all truth, 
elevating all human relationships, leading the individual 
soul back God, that forms the essential characteristic 
Christianity educational influence. 

“These fundamental truths concerning the nature man, 
his origin, and his destiny, form the basis upon which the 
Church has formulated and promulgated her educational prin- 
ciples, which paraphrasically may summed follows: 
(1) impart knowledge develop mental efficiency without 
building moral character, not only contrary psycho- 
logical law, but also fatal the individual and society. 
amount intellectual attainment culture can serve 
substitute for virtue. (2) Religion must essential part 
education, for morality based. For this reason reli- 
gious instruction should form not merely adjunct teach- 
ing other subjects, but should the center around which 
these subjects are grouped, and the spirit which they are 
permeated. Sound moral instruction impossible without reli- 
gious education. (3) system education which harmonious- 
joins the intellectual, moral, and religious elements, fur- 
nishes the strongest motives for conduct, and the noblest 
ideals for imitation.” 


Modern Supervision 


This paper was followed round-table discussion, 
pervision Along Inter-Community Lines.” The formal presen- 
tation was made Rev. John Hagan, D.D., Ph.D., super- 
intendent schools the Diocese Cleveland.

She should explore new 
thought her subject, keep touch with all significant move- 
ments, remain abreast good current literature, conduct ex- 
periments the classrooms, work out courses study, devise 
ways and means bringing all her teachers high standards 
the teaching her subject. Such person would not 
supervisor all the old sense the term. prefer the 
title 

The first paper read the Thursday morning session was 
entitled Diocesan Superintendent and Religious Instruc- 
tion Public-School Pupil.” This paper, which was read 
Rev. Leon McNeill, M.A., superintendent schools the 
Diocese Wichita, gave interesting summary the work 
that being done various dioceses for the religious instruc- 
tion Catholic children who were not Catholic schools. 
this paper Father McNeill gave strong indorsement The 
Confraternity Christian Doctrine, which active num- 
ber dioceses. Father McNeill discussing The Confrater- 
nity Christian Doctrine showed the need the field 
religious education for the organized and directed 
the laity. said Father McNeill, Catholic Action 
the highest type.

All they need organization, training, and super- 
vision.” 

“The Health Program the Elementary Schools,” was 
the subject paper Rev. John Wolfe, Ph.D., 
superintendent schools the Archdiocese Dubuque. 
Doctor Wolfe showed the great need for health work paro- 
chial schools. advocated system health education that 
would serve prevent and correct many the common ail- 
ments and defects that are rampant among school children. 
Doctor Wolfe urged the use public funds eradicate these 
ills. “These funds,” said, administered public 
health boards which would care for the needs all children, 
regardless creed color.” 

Rev. George Johnson, Ph.D., director the department 
education the National Catholic Welfare Conference, then 
addressed the meeting the subject “Our Concern With 
Federal Activities Doctor Johnson discussed 
detail the recent Report the National Advisory Com- 
mittee Education. said that with federal 
grants since the Civil War seems demonstrate very clearly
